SYNOPSIS 


On February 27, 2018, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of 
Lieutenant Quitman Carter, Sergeants David Moore and Ernest Ferreras, 
responded to Century Sheriff's Station regarding a use of force resulting in a 
fractured shoulder. Sergeant David Moore was assigned the force review. 


On February 27, 2018, Deputy Robert Bolanos 25 working at Locke 
High School as a school resource deputy. At approximately 1200 hours, Locke 
contacted Deputy Bolanos and 

, regarding school staff 
detaining an uncooperative student (Subject in the vice 
principal's office. Subject was detained for being in an unauthorized area 
of the school, coupled with the fact school administrators believed he smelled of 
marijuana. 


Deputy Bolanos contacted Subject гга smelled the odor of marijuana 
emitting from Subjecilllllllliperson. Deputy Bolanos explained to Subject 
Flores he was going to search him for the source of the smell. Subject lll 
told Deputy Bolanos he knew his rights and would not submit to a search. 


Bolanos took hold of Subject fi eft wrist at which time, Subject 
Bill... pulled his left arm away and stepped toward an adjacent wall. 
Deputy Bolanos pulled Subject сг arm behind Subject EH and 
placed a handcuff onto his left wrist. Subject iiifimmediately began to 
violently gyrate his upper body in an effort to keep Deputy Bolanos from 
handcuffing his right wrist. As Subject ШШ continued his physical resistance, 
he intentionally struck the left side of his head on a nearby wall. 
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Witnesses | А aw Deputy Bolanos struggle with 
Subject Witnesses nd [approached Deputy Bolanos to

side of Subject and took hold of Subject upper arms in an effort to 
stop him from moving around the room. Deputy Bolanos maintained a grip of 
Subject left wrist. Unable to move around the room, Subject 

dropped to his knees, thrusted his body forward, striking his head on the tiled 
floor. Deputy Bolanos and the witnesses held onto Subject И г he went to 
the floor. 


Witnesses MG. c NN NN еге able to gain control of Subject fi right 
arm and maneuvered it behind his (Subject lll back. Deputy Bolanos 
maintained control of Subject left wrist and maneuvered it behind Subject 

back. At the request of Deputy Bolanos, Witness [placed a 
handcuff around Subject MN ion wrist. 


Once handcuffed, Subject [lf ceased his resistance. Deputy Bolanos 
assisted oo, 6 his feet and had Ѕиојес sit in a chair inside of 
the office. Subject still would not allow Deputy Bolanos to search him. 
Subject [i GHEE. who had been summoned to the school 
by school staff, arrived shortly thereafter. Subject Ш was then searched by 
Deputy Bolanos; a lighter, metal smoking pipe and an orange container containing 
marijuana was recovered in his right sock. Subject was subsequently 
detained for Possession of Marijuana on School Grounds, 11357(e) HS. 


Los Angeles City Fire Rescue Unit 865, under the direction of Captain Cunningham 
and Paramedics Knight and Tran 27е and treated Subject 
Flores for an abrasion to his forehead. He was transported to UCLA Harbor 
Medical Center via ambulance. Deputies Faviola Pacheco Mand Kendra 
Hendrick И Unit 213A, accompanied the ambulance to the medical center. 


UCLA Harbor Medical Center, Doctor Hanna Janeway, diagnosed Subject [I 
with a “Salter Harris One" fracture to his left shoulder [EXHIBIT A]. Doctor 
Janeway refused to discuss Subject — [S with Century Station Sergeant 
Thomas Lynch 


IAB NOTE: A “Salter Harris One" fracture is a fracture that involves 
the epiphyseal plate or growth plate of a bone. It is 
thus, a form of child bone fracture [EXHIBIT А].

The orthopedic surgeon stated “Salter Harris One” fractures were minor injuries 
commonly sustained by adolescents who play sports or do physical activities. 
The injuries are treated by having patients place their arm in a sling and usually 
take one to two weeks for a full recovery. The orthopedic surgeon additionally 
stated it was possible for the injury to occur if someone fell to the ground as their 
arm was being held. 


On November 30, 2018, Hamlet Yarijanian contacted Sergeant Morales by 
telephone and stated he had a cell phone video recording of the incident but 
would not share with him unless Subject ауе consent. Sergeant 
Morales told Hamlet Yarijanian that stated he had not hired 
Hamlet Yarijanian as his attorney. Hamlet Yarijanian stated on the date of the 
use of force incident, Subjcc И signed a retainer with him but 
had not had any contact with him since that date. Hamlet Yarijanian additionally 
stated they never returned any phone calls or responded to any correspondence. 


Sergeant Morales received three cell phone video recordings of the incident from 

= December 3, 2018. Each recording captured Subject 
awaiting medical treatment by EMT's after the use of force and had no 

evidentiary value in regards to the use of force investigation [Exhibit F].

continued to struggle as the three of them held onto him. Suddenly, and without 
warning, Subject oro ped to his knees on his own volition. Subject 
then leaned forward and placed his head onto the floor.

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was his belief Subject put his head on the floor because he (Subject 
was recording the incident on his cell phone. 


As Witness [watched Subject [record the incident, he heard Subject

While subject NNNM 
continued to flail his arms, he maneuvered his back against one of the office 
walls.

On April 12, 2018, IAB investigators interviewed 
Witnes: The following is a combined summary of the interviews. For 
exact wording and verbatim statements refer to transcripts. 


Wines Morse Deputy Bolanos responded to the office at the request 
of school administrators (Witnesses MU: ШШШ to conduct a search of a 
student who smelled of marijuana and refused to be searched. 


Witness lll carc Deputy Bolanos ask Ѕибјесі if he was going to 
cooperate with a search. She heard Subject reply, “I know my rights, you 
can’t touch me, you cannot search me.” Witness heard Deputy Bolanos 


continue to try and gain Ѕибјес cooperation, but he continued to refuse 
Deputy Bolanos’ requests. 


When Subject i moved away from Deputy Bolanos, Subject [became 

very aggressive and agitated. Subject egan throwing his shoulders and 

elbows back and forth in an effort to break free from Deputy Bolanos’ grasp. 

Subject Г violently swung his arms and body in every direction in an effort to 

move away from Deputy Bolanos. Subject iilnever complied with anything 

Deputy Bolanos asked. As Deputy Bolanos held onto his upper left arm, Subject 
tried to “jerk” his arm away. 


ае 588 Deputy Bolanos and they were able to hold Subject 
near a wall inside of the office. Subject ovea toward the wall as 
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he was trying to get away from Deputy Bolanos. While standing at the wall, 
Witness aw Subject hrashing his body around, causing him to 
strike his own head against the wall. Witness М when Subject 
head struck the wall, it was not due to any of Deputy Bolanos’ actions. 


As Subject was being held against the wall, Witness saw Deputy 
Bolanos reach for his handcuffs. Ѕибјес egan to struggle harder as 
Deputy Bolanos held onto him with both hands behind his back. Witness 
believed Subject 8 ео to run away; when he tried to run away, Subject 

ripped and fell forward, which she believed was purposeful. When 
Subject] hit the floor, she saw he struck his head on the floor. Once on the 
floor, Deputy Bolanos was able to place Subject fin handcuffs with school 
staff assistance. 


Subject was very upset during the entire contact with Deputy Bolanos. 
Witness lescribed Subject lla s being, “fully out of control, throwing 
his body in every direction to try and evade any type of restraint.” She further 


described Subject | movement as, “very quick, instant, forceful jerk to get 
out of his grasp” [Refer to transcripts, page 4, lines 1-16]. 


After Subject — vas handcuffed, he remained uncooperative even after 
being placed into a chair. Witness remained in the room and tried to 
console Subject

Witnes: ауу Subject nove away as the deputy 
tried to grab him. As Subject moved his body, Deputy Bolanos told 
Subject Ко put his hands behind his back, but Subject MM foe and 
continued to resist. 


When Deputy Bolanos initially tried to search Subject "Os ен. 


"Don't touch me", and then tried to sit back down. Witness saw Deputy 
Bolanos put his hand on the back of Subject Ineck and told him to, “hold 
still” so he could place handcuffs on him. Subject refused and said he 


wanted to wait for his ИЕ arrive. Witness llllliexolained Subject M RR NN 
"tried to escape the cop's grasp" [Refer to transcripts, page 7, lines 3-6]. 


As Deputy Bolanos held onto Subject г ат, Subject Ш rico to pull 
his arm away from his grasp. Once his left arm was handcuffed, he saw Subject 
HE pu! his right arm away in an attempt to prevent from being handcuffed. 
During the struggle with Deputy Bolanos, Witness IEEE saw Subject hit 
his head on the wall “by accident.” Witness Wllgxplained as Subject 
resisted, he was near the wall, when fell and hit his head on the wall [Refer to 
transcripts, page 7-8]. Subject ШЕШ. was handcuffed approximately ten 
seconds after striking the wall. 
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During the struggle, either Deputy Bolanos, Witnesses | or И тес one 
of Subject legs, which made Ѕибјес г! to tne ground. Once on 
the floor, Subject struck his head on the floor. 


Witness Е һе апа Subject ШИ did not smoke marijuana in the 
restroom that day and never saw anyone hit or punch Subject He did 
hear Subject] complain about his handcuffs being too tight.

On February 27, 2018, Subject as interviewed by 1AB 
investigators. The interview was conducted in a Century Sheriff's Station office. 


Subject Ш с>раіпеа during his lunch period, he and another student 
(Wines | were in the restroom “ditching” class. At some point, he and 
Witness became locked inside of the restroom. They were let out of the 
restroom and brought to the office by ЙА ес ге they smelled like 
marijuana. 


Once in the office, school officials (Witnesses i! 27¢ ШЕШ wanted 
to search him. Although they searched his backpack, he refused to allow a 
search of his person. He told school officials he knew his rights and did not want 
to be searched. After his refusal to be searched, Deputy Bolanos came to the 
office. 


Deputy Bolanos told Subject — he was going to search him. Subject | 
reiterated he did not want to be searched and moved away from Deputy Bolanos. 
Subject [told Deputy Bolanos he just wanted to go home. When Deputy 
Bolanos grabbed his left upper arm, he (Subject tried to pull his arm 
away. Subject Шер: moving away from Deputy Bolanos by twisting his 
body to the right and left. He additionally pulled his arm in the opposite direction 
that Deputy Bolanos pulled his arm. As Deputy Bolanos was attempting to get 
his arms behind his back, he (Subject pulled his arm away from him. 
Subject ШИ еа away because he did пої want to be handcuffed [Refer to 
transcripts, page 8, lines 11-17]. 


As Subject ШИ uie o to move away from Deputy Bolanos, he stepped toward a 
wall inside of the office and struck the left side of his head against the wall. 
Subject Ш sov Witnesses ИЕ гс RU 001^ and assist Deputy 
Bolanos. When he was contacted by the witnesses and Deputy Bolanos, they 
were trying to move his arms behind his back to handcuff him. He felt his left 
arm being twisted as he resisted being handcuffed. In his efforts, Subject 
turned, hit some papers, and then "got on the ground." Upon hitting the ground, 
Subject [struck his head on the floor. He remembered he yelled out, “My 
head my head” [Refer to transcripts, page 11, lines 12-15]. 
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Subject recalled prior to being contacted by Deputy Bolanos, he took his 
cell phone out of his pocket and held it. Subject lis not know if his phone 
recorded the incident as he held it. Once he was handcuffed, Subject was 
directed to a chair within the office [Refer to transcripts, page 7, lines 6-10]. 


Once Subject Ee rived at the school, he was searched and detained. 
Deputy Bolanos found marijuana, a lighter, and a pipe in his sock when he was 
searched. After his detention, Subject Ill gave his phone to his [ito 
hold. Subject as taken to Harbor UCLA Medical Center for 
examination. Subject denied smoking marijuana that day. 


DEPUTY ROBERT BOLANOS 


On April 25, 2018, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Robert Bolanos at the 
Internal Affairs Bureau office. 


Witness ntered and advised him she needed his assistance in the vice 
principal's office regarding an uncooperative student (Subject I} who had 
been caught smoking marijuana. Witness [expressed her concern he may 
be in possession of marijuana and or other illegal items based on his level of 
uncooperativeness. 


On inn 27, 2018, Deputy Bolanos was in the school security office, when 


Deputy Bolanos entered the office and contacted Subject  гесагоїто the 
situation and asked why he was not cooperating. Deputy Bolanos noticed 
Subject was highly agitated and smelled of marijuana. As he spoke with 
Subject he noticed Subject Ш would not look at him in an apparent 
attempt to conceal his symptomologies of being under the influence. Deputy 
Bolanos also noticed Subject was not wearing the appropriate school 
uniform; he wore extremely oversized pants and an oversized black “hoodie” 
sweatshirt, which he felt could have easily concealed a weapon. 


Based on the above, coupled with recent nationwide school violence incidents 
involving students bringing weapons onto school grounds, he elected to conduct 
a patdown search of Subject for weapons [Refer to transcripts, page 6]. 


After advising Subject ihe was going to search him, Subject | 
immediately responded by stating, "You can't search me, | know my rights.” 
Subject repeatedly made the above statement as Deputy Bolanos 
explained his reasoning for the search. 


Deputy Bolanos took hold Subject MW left wrist in an attempt to search him. 
Subject — IUNII tried to pull away from Deputy Bolanos. Deputy 
Bolanos attempted to take hold of Subject right wrist as he held onto the 
left wrist. Subject M began to twist his body away from Deputy Bolanos, 
preventing Deputy Bolanos from gaining control of his right wrist. Subject [iy 
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then lunged forward approximately six feet, striking his head against а wall. At 
this point, Deputy Bolanos did not have physical control of Subject И 


Deputy Bolanos saw Witness oach Subject | Тш side and took 
hold of his right arm. Deputy Bolanos was able to place one handcuff onto 
Subject Ей ert wrist; however, Subject ii continued to twist his body in 
all directions to avoid being handcuffed. 


As Subject И continued to struggle, he suddenly dropped his body 
downward and fell to the floor, landing on his knees. Once on his knees, he 
suddenly thrusted his body forward and struck his head onto the office tiled floor. 
Deputy Bolanos maintained his grip of Subject left wrist as he continued 
to move about. 


Deputy Bolanos asked Witness Шо assist him with handcuffing Subject 

Witness Е о took hold of Subject i right arm and grabbed 
hold of the handcuff loop. He was then able to place the handcuff around 
Subject [right wrist, completing the handcuffing. 


Deputy Bolanos assisted Subject to his feet and escorted him to a chair 
inside the office, where he remained agitated and uncooperative. Deputy 
Bolanos stood next to Ѕибјес 2га kept a hand on his shoulders in an 
effort to calm him. 


During the entire incident, Deputy Bolanos repeated commands to stop resisting. 


Witnesses anc also told Subject to stop resisting 


during the incident. 


Deputy Bolanos ensured medical personnel responded to the location to 


examine Subject Ш Deputy Bolanos described the only injury he saw to 
Subject ills a red mark on his head, where he had struck the floor. 


Subject iJ did not complain of any other injuries. Pei Bolanos saw 


medical oe arrived around the same time as Subject 

Deputy Bolanos heard о ес Subject —À medical 
personnel he was injured. Deputy Bolanos explained Subject was 
coached И +o say his head and back hurt and he also had a 
concussion. Deputy Bolanos additionally БАЕТ made the 


statements to Subject г his immediate presence. 


Deputy Bolanos' entire contact with Subject astea approximately five to 
eight minutes. 


Deputy Bolanos saw Subject holding his phone and appeared to be 
recording the incident. While holding the phone, Deputy Bolanos heard Subject
